The Old Bed Cent. 


Ae tfie old "red cent" has now pawet 


out of use, and, except rarely, out o 
sight, like the "old oaken bucket," its 
history is t. matter of sufficient interes 
for preservation.

two years after. It began to make its 
appearance from the mint in 1792.
